In September, 1961, Bur- 
ley was in England attending 
another conference when he 
and his wife decided to look 
for the original Menlough— 
after which Menlo Park was 
named.

Due April 1: 


For Chief Issues Annual Call 
For Burning Permit Renewals 


Outdoor burning permits for 
the year starting April 1 are 
~ow available at all stations of 
the Menlo: Park Fire District, 
Thief George Carter said this 
week. 

The permits are required for 
‘all outdoor fires, including 
those in incinerators as well 
as open rubbish fires. 

Under terms of the per- 
mit, residents can tend such 
fires between 6 a.m. and 
noon every day of the week 
except Monday. 

However, the chief cautioned, 
it’s a good idea not to start an 
outdoor fire before daylight, 
since it usually upsets neigh- 
bors who sometimes call an 
alarm to the fire department. 


The reason for the ‘“‘no burn- 
ing” restriction on Monday is 
that this is the traditional day 
for hanging out washing, which 
‘doesn’t benefit by soot or cin- 
ders.

A 
strong tree while growing, it 
tolerates extremes of heat 
and cold. The rate of growth 
is very slow until the tree is 
established, then it becomes 
moderate to rapid as the 
tree gains a height of 50 to 
150 feet.

In a talk about Pancho Villa 
and the Mexican revolution, 
Clendenen told Stanford stu- 
dents last week that Villa had 
his name blackened by no less 
a journalist than Lincoln Stef- 
fens, social and political re- 
form crusader of the era. 

Reporters had their “direct 
pipeline” to funnel informa- 
tion through. For instance, an 
Associated Press reporter and 
his wireless operator set up 
shop in the obscure village of 
Columbus, New Mexico, two 
days before the Villa raid that

others at the time. In fact, he. 
had some “nebulous ideas 
about social reform.” 

These were to “raise the lev- 
el of the peons; to take from 
the rich and give to the poor.” 

Clendenen, a retired army 
officer, now teaches at Menlo | 
School and College. He is a 
West Point graduate with a 
PhD in history from Stanford. 
His book, “The United States 
and Pancho Villa,” was pub- 
lished by Cornell University 
Press in 1961 and won the Bev- 
eridge award for that year.

State’s Libraries 
Deserve Support 


Being the first among the states have proven to have 
it’s problems. Among those gradually hitting our conscious- 
ness is the plight of our libraries. 

Tremendous demands and pressures for increased 
library service have been created by our population ex- 
plosion, the current expansion in fields of scientific and 
technical knowledge especially here on the Peninsula and 
the pursuit of quality in education. 

The pressures of school age population, alone, have 
overwhelmed and submerged the public library. 

Throughout the state of California, as well as here, 
our libraries are losing ground in efforts to keep pace with 
these demands. On a state-wide level, the number of books 
per capita has declined to the level of 1921! 

Librarians have joined together through the California 
Library Association to develop a long-range master plan for 
coping with this enormous demand. Bi-partisan support in 
the state legislature has resulted in a bill designed to imple- 
ment the plans. The bill (AB 590) proposes to establish a 
California Public Library Board; encourage cooperation be- 
tween existing libraries and authorize supplemental tax sup- 
port for libraries. 


California’s public libraries are almost entirely sup- 
ported now by taxes on local property, a source which most 
people agree has reached its maximum limit. 

We urge that the community and our representatives 
in the State Legislature give this bill (AB 590) their sin- 
cerest consideration. The time seems long past when some- 
thing should be done to assist one of America’s greatest in- 
stitutions, the public library, to do the job it must in meet- 
ing space age needs.

Time to Salute 
City’s Founders 


Sunday’s St. Patrick’s day. 

Besides being a time for saluting the good Saint him- 
self, it’s a time when residents of Menlo Park might 
look about them, and consider that his influence is a little 
greater here than in most places in the United States. 

That’s because Menlo Park was settled, at first, pri- 
marily by Irishmen. The first of them named their ranch 
after their home in County Galway. Succeeding settlers 
included enough Maloney’s so the place almost got re- 
named, “Maloney Park.” And all these people from the 
Ould Sod brought with them their traditions and point of 
view, which have colored the aspect of the town ever since. 


Succeeding generations might not recognize how 
strongly Irish Menlo Park once was. But when they moved 


here they surely could not have ignored the fact that 


members of the older generation were pleasant people, 
happy, neighborly and in the main not stuffy. 

By noting how the oak trees were preserved and how 
building sites were kept large, they could know — and ap- 
preciate — that those early founders had a truly Irish love 
of the land. 

Other communities may have been laid out by their 
founders with an eye to profit. Some have become crowded, 
inconvenient, and moneymaking for their developers. Still 
others may have been laid out with an eye to appealing 
to other types of people —the stuffy ones who wanted 
seclusion above all else, and the partying types who like to 
live life in a manner similar to that which could be possible 
in the waiting room of a major railroad station. 

The founders and early settlers of Menlo Park weren't 
either of those people, apparently. 

They were Irishmen. 

They started and guided the first faltering movements 
which resulted in the development of Menlo Park as we 
know it today. 

We're glad they did it in the manner in which it was 
done. 

So now, more than 100 years later, we’d like to take 
occasion to salute these early residents. It is fitting that 
this be done on the occasion of St. Patrick’s day — one 
important to all sons of the Ould Sod whether by birthright 
or sentiment.

A friend 
bought one of the little ones 
and the lieutenant just had to 
try it out.

They probably were 
amazed to see the police de- 
partment’s second-ranking of- 
ficer abroad on the non-official 
machine.

In Menlough, County Gal- 
way, things apparently are go- 
ing just about as they did when 
Menlo Park, California, was 
young. 

A recent edition of the Con- 
nacht Tribune of Galway in- 
vites entries in the annual 
ploughing match sponsored by 
the Menlough Ploughing So- 
ciety. 

However, this isn’t the 
“Menlough” after which the 
local community was named. 
The Ploughing Society holds 
forth at a community some 30 
miles from Galway. The home 
of Menlo Park’s founders was 
only a couple of miles out of 
town. 


A summary of this finding 
recently was acquired at the 
Menlo Park city hall, sent by 
the Inland Steel Products Co. 
The summary follows: 

“Sixty - one years ago, a 
French archeological party ex- 
cavating the ruins of the anci- 
ent Persian city of Susa, un- 
earthed a handsome black dio- 
rite monolith almost seven feet 
tall and 18 inches across. At 
the top were two stylized fig- 
ures, both , one seat- 
and one standing, the seated 
figure handing a rod to the 
somewhat awed standing fig- 
ure. Most of the remainder of 
the cylindrical surface was 
carved with intricate cunei- 
form writing. The treasure was 
moved to the Louvre in Paris 
for further study and perma- 
nent exhibition. 

“Subsequent efforts by vari- 
ous scholars identified the 
large stele as the written Code 
of Hammurabi, King of Baby- 
lon in the period approximat- 
ing 2250 B.C. 

“Its presence in Persia was 
explained by the discovery that 
the King of Elam had carried 
it off centuries later from the 
temple of Esaglia in a raid on 
the declining Babylon. Eras- 
ures and changes were found 
by the scholars which showed 
his efforts to alter the code for 
his own purposes. 

“Painstaking translation of 
the old inscriptions revealed 
the Code of Hammurabi to be 
a remarkably complete set of 
rules governing the conduct, 
ethics and behavior of the Ba- 
bylonian people. Antedating 
the Ten Commandments by 
hundreds of years, the Code 
was said to have been given to 
Hammurabi by the Sun God, 
hence the significance of the 
carved figures .. . 

“The portions of the Code 
particularly interesting to 
those in the building profes- 
sions are the rather strongly 
worded references to the re- 
sponsibility of the builder and 
the penalties to be meted out 
for faulty building. 

“The following translations 
are taken from ‘The Code of 
Hammaurabi, King of Babylon,’ 
by Robert F. Harper, PhD, Un- 
iversity of Chicago Press, 1904: 

“af a builder build a 
house for a man and com- 
plete it, (that man) shall 
give him two shekels of 

silver per sar (approx. 12 

sq. ft.) of house as his 

wage. 

“af a puilder build a

Quiz Show 
Featured 
At Theater

“It is a new game,” stated 
Mr. Wallace, “which to the 
best of our knowledge has ne- 
ver been presented in a theater 
before. It works something like 
this: 

“Patrons of both theaters 
will be given printed cards on 
which they are invited to write 
a question on a subject of gen- 
eral knowledge, together with 
their name and address. The 
correct answer is to be written 
on the back of the card form 

“Cards on which the ques- 
tions are written are then plac- 
ed in a container and on ‘quiz 
night,’ as the game will be 
called, 15 questions will be se- 
lected. 

“If the author of one of the 
15 questions is present he will 
receive one dollar in cash for 
his question. 

“Five persons will be chosen 
from the audience to answer 
these questions and for correct 
answers will also receive cash. 

“This is merely the popular 
question and answer game of 
the radio programs, adapted to 
theater use.”

CHALLENGES LETTER 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Your February 7 edition included a letter written by 
Mrs. Alfred C. Hurst and Mrs. Henry J. Broderson which 
contained numerous inaccurate statements regarding the 
Department of Alcoholic Beverage Control. 

The following facts are submitted to correct any mis- 
conceptions which may have been passed on to your read- 
ers: 

1. The Department of Alcoholic Beverage Control 
never ignores any letter. We answer all inquiries and re- 
quests received from the public. 

2. There is no requirement that a protest be notarized 
and sent by registered mail. The law does require that any 
person who files a protest must verify the contents. Verifi- 
cation may be accomplished merely by declaring under 
penalty of perjury that the contents are true or believed to 
be true. Our form for this purpose is enclosed. The depart- 
cent accept hundreds of protests verified in this manner. 
Those not properly verified are returned with instructions 
and permission to correct within ten days. 

3. Shortly after I became director, I adopted procedures 
providing for much larger and more conspicuous posting 
notices. This step was taken in cooperation with the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union who complimented 
us for the improvement. It is contained in Rule 109, a 
copy of which is enclosed. 

4. Any “break in the dry zone” as Mesdames Hurst and 
Broderson call it, was authorized by the Legislature in 
1959 by removing prohibitions against bona fide eating 
places near universities. Nevertheless, this department has 
used its Constitutional power to deny all licenses near uni- 
versities except where the premises is a first-class hotel 
or restaurant and is not a student hangout. Such exceptions 
have been few. 

The doors and records of this department are open 
to all members of the public. Anyone who writes or visits 
us will receive the courteous and cooperative service which 
is the hallmark of any good public agency. 

I am hopeful that Mesdames Hurst and Broderson also 
will visit my office at their convenience and discuss any 
problems in this field which still may be causing them con- 
cer. 

Meanwhile, may I thank you in advance for publishing 
this reply to their letter.

As our dynamic economy 
continues to move in new di- 
rections, legislative responsi- 
bility to make sure that busi- 
ness is protected and encour- 
aged without undue legal re- 
strictions increases constantly. 
Every session of our California 
Legislature is confronted by 
many bills affecting business 
which must be carefully evalu- 
ated before action is taken. 

As an example of the sort of 
situation I am writing about, 
take that which results from 


the recent introduction of a} 


Senate bill to prohibit Sunday 
selling of many lines of retail 
merchandise. The measure has 
organized, active support, but 
past experience indicates that 
stiff opposition will be aroused. 

At our 1961 session a bill 
to prohibit the Sunday sell- 
ing of automobiles passed 
the Assembly, but died in 
Senate committee. The cur- 
rent bill is far broader in its 
scope. 

If enacted, the measure 
would make illegal the selling 


They state that it is based on 
a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
decision that this type of law 
is secular in purpose, rather 
than religious. 

Supporters further argue 
that the bill is needed to stem 
the practice of making every 
day of the week alike by sell- 
ing on Sunday non-essential 
items handled by traditional 
retail stores. 

They cite three purposes for 
the proposed law: 

1. To prevent thousands of 
large and small merchants 
from being driven into “Sun- 
day business slavery;” 

2. To secure the privilege

In Iaw enforcement this 
constitutes a problem with 
which it is extremely diffi- 
cult to deal, he observed. 


But other categories of vio- 
lence and crime were apparent- 
ly being controlled. 

There were 564 arrests for 
erimes in 1962 as comp 
with 562 in 1961. But burglar- 
ies, armed robbery and drunk- 
en driving arrests were down. 


Petty theft and battery cases 
were up, however. 

“Actually, much of our work 
is concerned with traffic law 
enforcement and we have been 
very successful, cutting the ac- 

cident rate each year since 
1959,” Chief Potter observed. 

He noted also that the prac- 
tice of overnight parking on 
the streets has resulted in the 
issuance of more courtesy cita- 
tions through the years; there 
were 2251 such citations issued 
in 1962, 542 more than were 
issued during the previous 
twelve month. 

Concerning crimes, the 
chief reported the follow- 
ing: 

There were four assaults last 
year, as compared with 13 the 
previous year; 28 battery cas- 
es as compared with 21; 66 
‘burglary cases, down 28 from 
the previous year and 34 check 
cases, as compared with 35 in 
1961. 

Only 21 persons were arrest- 
fed for durnken driving in 1962, 
as compared with 50 in 1961. 

The same number of public 
viisturbances — 30 — were re- 
ported both years. 

There were six prowler ar- 
rests last year, as compared 
with 13 the year before, 15 sex 
cases, as compared with 13 the 
previous yeur and 22 grand 
theft cases, as compared with 
16 in 1961. 

Petty theft cases were up 
sharply. There were 122 last 
year, as compared with 36 the 
previous year. 

There were seven armed 
robbery cases last year, and 10 
the previous year, the Chief 
said. 

Concerning juveniles, the 
Chief observed that there were 
282 of these last year — 84 
more than the previous year. 
The chief offered no explana- 
tion for the rise. 

The police enjoyed good suc- 
cess in the recovery of stolen 
autos last year, too. Forty-eight 
were reported stolen; they re- 
covered 68 including some that 
had been stolen elsewhere and 
driven here, where the cars 
were either found abandoned 
or their occupants were arrest-

tainers. Right now, also, you 
will find blooming shrubs of 
Star Magnolia, the white cano- 
py which combines beautifully 
with the vividly colored azal- 


fas. 

Look further. The exotic 
Bird of Paradise is full of col- 
or this month and a star attrac- 
tion where's it adapted. Pink 
Andia hawthorn is another col- 
sr bearer which will give you 
color from the first day you 
fplant it. Dogwood soon will be 
fin bloom and by setting it out 
now, you can take full advan- 
tage of its lovely spring show. 

Plant also for future springs 
—flowering fruit trees, saucer 
magnolia, acacias, and such 
vines as the evergreen armand 
clematis or a wisteria. Then 
mark your calendar for next 
October so you won't forget to 
plant those spring-flowering 
bulbs which can brighten the 
season more than anything 
else. 

Annual and perennial bed- 
ding plants should have gone 
in before this for spring bloom, 
but if you hurry you will get 
color from some of them be- 
fore the calendar turns to sum- 
mer.

The national program tailor- 
ed for disaster and civil defense 
needs is using San Mateo Coun- 
‘ty for a pilot study. It will be 
the most ambitious study to 
date, covering the San Mateo 
Unified Disaster and Civil De- 
fense Area, which includes 17 
cities, the county, and more 
than 60 special districts. 

Garrett stressed that Red 
Cross workers can be of inval- 
uable aid in the cooperative 
program whose ambitious goal, 
“Operation One in Four,” is to 
train one member of every fam- 
ily in medical self-help. 

The first aid group agreed 
ticularly impressed by a state- 
ment made last week during an 
orientation on the program in 
San Mateo. Dr. Cecil Coggins 
told the orientation audience 
that since 1910 American fam- 
ilies have lost 90 per cent of 
their self-reliance. 

Dr. Coggins is chief of the 
medical and health services for 
the California Disaster Office 
and California representative 
for the federal Department of 
ffealth, Education and Wel- 
fare. 


Th first aid group agreed 
that “Operation One in Four” 
can do much to restore this 
self-reliance. 

To point up the nation’s 
‘aeed, the committee were in- 
formed that to date 33 million 
Russians have completed a sim- 
ilar medical self-help program.
